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EDITORIAL... 


PEACE—NORTH OF THE 38th PARALLEL? 

This is more than a sixty-four-dollar question. This is 
a question of life or death, peace or war, and if war, per- 
haps universal devastation such as this world has never 
known. The question then is, will the line of demarkation 
between the United Nations’ armies and Red China, 
which has taken four months to establish, stand? I am 
@:: this is the paramount question in the minds of the 

iberty-loving peoples of the whole world. It is a question 
completely shrouded with doubts, fears, and, yet, prayers 
and hopes. 

Our doubts and fears have their basic rise from our mem- 
ory of World War I and World War II, with the cannon 
roar of the last being ceased but a few years, and the mem- 
ory of its horrible losses in life and property still burn- 
ing deep in our hearts. Those doubts and fears are aug- 
mented tremendously by the blood-drenched Korean bat- 
tlefield by 10,000 casualties to our own precious men, say- 
ing nothing of the thousands lost by our allies. Not only 
that, our fears and doubts are still more intensified when 
we think of the treacherous enemy with which we are 
dealing. After all, how could our hearts and minds be 
void of fear and doubt as to the outcome of this line of 
demarkation now drawn north of the 38th parallel when 
the war continues, and precious human blood on both 
sides continues to flow? Is there really anything about 
this conduct to counteract doubt, fear, and mistrust, much 
less create hopes that there is whole-hearted sincerity 

the efforts toward drafting and establishing an armis- 
ice? ?? Thirty days is a long time to spend in such an 
effort, especially after four months have already been 
spent. Thousands of lives can be sacrificed during that 
time. 

There is, however, nothing that we can do on the home 
front, apparently, but continue the forced sacrifice of our 
sons and daughters at the whim of satanic war lords, 
and hope that our children and grandchildren will be 
able to eventually pay the war debt that is piling up, 
billions upon billions, day after day. Yet, there is one 
other thing that we can do, and that, though it looks like 
all the odds are against us, is to continue to pray that 
the armistice will be made. However, if it were not a 
fact that we know God rules over all and is omnipotent, 
we should become too faint-hearted to pray and too dis- 
couraged to hope. But prayer does change things. Through 
prayer and fasting, all the Jews in Persia were spared. 
God is the same prayer-hearing and -answering God He 
was in Esther’s day, and I am a firm believer that if the 
Church will pray, God will confound and confuse and 
paralyze our dreaded foe much quicker and more complete- 
ly than we can with all of our modern mechanized war 
quipment, including the atomic and hydrogen bombs. 

od knows who the trouble makers are, and He can put 
them to sleep so deeply that they will never wake up 
until they find themselves with Hitler, Mussolini, Nero, and 
all the other war lords like them. 

While we are praying, it might be a good thing for us 
to pray that the Lord would pick out those in our own 
fair land who are saboteurs of our peace and liberty. I 
know that by far and large our leaders are sincere in 
@v= efforts toward defending, protecting, promoting, and 
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supporting, not only our liberty-loving nation, but the 
liberty-loving peoples of all the earth. At the same time, 
we have some men in high positions who are acting very 
foolish, and it is an indisputable fact that they need 
some wisdom that cometh down from above, for they 
are certainly leaning to their own understanding too 
much. 

I am now looking at the words by Micah, in chap. 4:3, 
with wistful eyes. He says, “And they shall beat their 
swords into plowshares.” The question is, When, oh when, 
will that be? 

We are living in the most enlightened age of all time, 
and yet it looks as if the nations of the earth do not 
know how to be at peace with each other. In fact, there 
is no problem in this distraught world more imperative 
than that of peace. On every hand there is the whispering 
and the rumblings of World War III. In fact, it is alto- 
gether apparent that Korea is the first stage of World War 
III. The next thirty days will tell the story. At this crucial 
time we remember the cry of the Lord through Isaiah, 
“The way of peace they know not. Therefore is judgment 
far from us, neither doth justice overtake us: we wait 
for light, but behold obscurity; for brightness, but we 
walk in darkness. We grope for the wall like the blind: we 
stumble at noonday as in the night,” Isa. 59:8-10. I am not 
an alarmist, neither am I a defeatist, yet it is a fact 
obvious to all that there never has been a time when the 
prospect of lasting peace seemed more remote than at 
this very moment. 

We came through the cold war (the war of words), then 
into the shooting war in Korea, and during all of this a 
nervous tension has been existing between the United 
Nations and Communistic Russia and her allies, consti- 
tuting sixty per cent of the world’s population. The arma- 
ment race and universal military training program are 
plain indications that there is very little hope of lasting 
peace and that, ultimately, either communism or dem- 
ocracy will rule the world, until that day when antichrist 
shall take over and reign with an iron fist more severely 
than barbaric Russia. The atomic and hydrogen bombs, 
jet-propelled planes, and new invention after new in- 
vention of death-dealing implements of war are proof 
that men’s hearts are filled with fear from looking after 
those things which are coming on the earth. 

This would be a good time to remember the so- 
ber words of an objective scholar who said, “In our 
moments of despair we sometime liken the world we live 
in to a lunatic asylum. The comparison breaks down be- 
cause it is unfair to the madhouse. Nevertheless, the con- 
trast remains illuminating. A modern mental hospital is 
a sane, decent, well-ordered place. The only lunacy there 
is in the minds of human beings. A mental hospital is a 
sane society, populated by madmen. Modern society, how- 
ever, is thoroughly deranged, but the people in it are 
mostly sane.” . 

In this national and international dilemma in which 
liberty-loving people are, I think we would do well to 
read, believe and wholeheartedly adhere to the following 
scriptures: 

2 Chron. 7:14, “If my people, which are called by my 
name, shall humble themselves, and pray, and seek my 
face, and turn from their wicked ways; then will I hear 
from heaven, and will forgive their sin, and will heal their 


land.” 
Prov. 14:34, “Righteousness exalteth a nation: but sin 


is a reproach to any people.” 
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The Responsibilities of the 


Evangelist to the Pastor

The pastor feels personally respon- 
sible for the care of his church, and 
the good pastor is very careful as to 
whom he uses as an evangelist. When 
it is known that an evangelist is con- 
siderate of the church and successful 
in winning souls, the problem of se- 
curing revivals is solved. He has more 
calls than he can fill. The evangelist 
who is in demand is consecrated; his 
first objective is to win souls. To win 
souls requires earnest endeavor. Noth- 
ing short of an all-out effort will be 
successful. An evangelist who engages 
in a revival and takes it light-heart- 
edly is not fair to God, the church, or 
the pastor. He should demonstrate 
his sincerity by special prayer, fasting, 
reading of the Word and personal 
work. An evangelist who will while 
away the time talking, and fail to 
pray and study, will not only do harm, 
but will come to the pulpit without 
power to conquer the opposing powers. 
His message will fail, not being 
freighted with the power of God. The 
evangelist who does not hold up the 
local church and the pastor in his 
conversation and preaching will leave 
little good for the church. The sweet 
morsel of praise often entices the 
evangelist until he forgets to feature 
the real objects of his work—to glorify 
Christ and His church. 

The reason some evangelists do not 
get their converts into the church, is 
because they do not magnify or 
preach or convince them of it. It has 
been said that “like begets like.” If 
the preacher loves the church, his 
converts will join the church. The 
evangelist who preaches himself. and 
is ‘not willing to share the popularity 
with the church and the local pas- 
tor, leaves a convert that is hard to 
win or keep in the church. The evan- 
gelist whose personality stands out 
more than his message, as to Christ, 
the doctrine, and the church, does lit- 
the good and leaves little for the local 
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church. When he is gone his converts 
wander away from the church, as 
the object of their conversion is gone 
when the evangelist leaves. The evan- 
gelist who engages in the gossip of 
the hour, or even makes a good lis- 
tener, creates many sorrows for the 
pastor. The good evangelist refuses 
to hear the gossip, but rather dis- 
courages it. He will not allow even his 
best admirers to make him a candi- 
date for the future pastor. He will 
wait for the proper turn of events 
that will put him where God will have 
him to pastor. 

Evangelists who fail to indoctrinate 
their converts with the teaching of 
the church, love of their pastor, value 
of the church, their duty in supporting 
the church, will help the church very 
little. If these faults mentioned be- 
set an evangelist, the pastors soon 
learn of him, and his services are not 
in demand. 

The pastor, too, has his responsibil- 
ities to the evangelist. While the pas- 
tor is keeper of the church, he is to 
see that it is well evangelized. The 
evangelist supplies a part of the min- 
istry that every church needs. Even 
the pastor should not “muzzle the ox 
that treads out the corn.” Too many 
times the pastor fails to see that the 
evangelist is cared for in the proper 
manner while he is serving the 
church. The evangelist, many times, 
is more like the Master than the pas- 
tor is, “having not where to lay his 
head,” while the pastor lives in his 
comfortably furnished parsonage. Per- 
haps the evangelist has to pay rent, if 
he can afford a house. Too many pas- 
tors are willing for the evangelist to 
work hard and strive to bless the 
church, and then forget him with suf- 
ficient offerings. The evangelist’s of- 
ferings are often far less than the pas- 
tor’s salary, although the salary is 
regular and substantial, and the of- 
ferings are few, and sometimes far 


between. It is the pastor’s duty, per- 
sonally, to see that the evangelist is 
properly paid for his services, even if 
he has to catch up with the church’s 
expenses after the evangelist is gone. 

It is the duty of a pastor to secure 
the services of the best evangelist 
available. The pastor who fears to get 
an evangelist who is able to preach as 
good or better than himself, lest he 
play second fiddle in popularity, is 
selfish. Such a pastor is not fair to the 
church or the evangelist. The pastor 
who preaches two sermons to the 
evangelist’s one, during the revival, 
one before the evangelist preaches and 
one after, uses time when the people 


® 


ought to be praying. The pastor wh® 


wants to always be expounding his ego 
and not feature the evangelist is 
jealous or egotistical. Is it any wonder 
that some pastors have difficulty in 
securing evangelists? 

I had rather think that these bad 
features mentioned in evangelists and 
pastors are few, and I trust they are 
far between, but we should examine 
ourselves and see that none of these 
things find place in us. It is the desire 
of every true minister to be ideal in 
his work.

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THE CLEANSING OF THE CHRISTIAN 


In the enquiry room of an evan- 


" gelistic campaign recently I. heard a 


zealous Christian worker tell an un- 
converted man that his sins could be 
forgiven and cleansed if he would 
only confess them. The worker as- 
ured him that the Scripture said so 

1 John 1:9, “If we confess our sins, 
he is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness.” 

This is a very common misapplica- 
tion of a familiar promise to believers. 
No one can promise cleansing 
through confession to an unregenerate 
man, No one has the right to tell a 
gangster that if he takes a full-page 
advertisement in the city papers to 
confess his sins against society, he 
will automatically receive cleansing 
from God. God requires the uncon- 
verted man to repent and become con- 
verted and receive the Lord Jesus 
Christ as his Saviour. 

The word “cleansing” (kKatharsis) in 
its various forms is translated as 
clean, cleanse, prune, purge, purify, 
etc., in the New Testament, meaning 


@:« physical, medical, legal, cere- 


onial or spiritual cleansing. It is a 
striking fact that the subjects of 
spiritual cleansing are always believ- 
ers in Christ. The doctrine of kathar- 
sis is a doctrine of the purification 
of saints, not of the justification of 
sinners. It is true that the repentant 
sinner, upon acceptance of Christ, is 
justified, and then he enjoys the 
premier cleansing of the blood of 
Christ, by the Word of God. But no 
unjustified man is cleansed. Cleans-

FROM ALL UNRIGHTEOUSNESS 

Christ’s conversation with Peter 
(John 13:3-11) showed that the dis- 
ciples had been laved (cleansed whol- 
ly) by the Word, but still needed the 
washing of the feet. The cleansing of 
the blood of Christ is continuous, 
linear as well as punctiliar, as demon- 
strated by the Greek tense used in 1 
John 1:7. Both the initial cleansing 
and the periodic cleansing are for 
Christians. 

There is a difference between for- 
& veness and cleansing. Hitherto, I had 
always regarded the promises of 1 
John 1:9, “He will forgive us our sins 
and cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness” as two ways of describing the 
same blessing. But I have come to see 
that two different things are prom- 
ised therein. The things that are for- 
given are “sins,” acts of sin, specific 
sins: the thing that is cleansed is the 
whole personality, cleansed from all 
unrighteousness. 

My small boy, David, was once told 
not to play in a tempting mud-puddle. 
He disobeyed. To his dismay, he dis- 
covered that the muddy evidence of 
his disobedience was written all over 
his face and hands and knees and 
clothes. Fearing just punishment, he 
stayed out late, until the twin forces 
of fear of the dark and miserable 
hunger drove him in. By this time 
we were so relieved to see him that we 
forgave him promptly. But as soon as 
he was forgiven, his mother took him 
to the bathroom and stripped off his 
dirty clothes, washed his dirty face 
and hands and knees, and then put 
him into the tub for a complete bath, 
finally deciding to give him a sham- 
poo. So he went to bed, not only for- 
given of his disobedience, but as clean 
as a new pin. 

In the Old Testament there is a 
story which illustrates the difference 
between forgiveness and cleansing. 
Psalm 51 was written after David, a 
man of God, had sinned grievously. 


Nathan the prophet had told the king 
that he was guilty, and David readily 
admitted his guilt, saying, “I have 
sinned against the Lord!” Thereupon, 
Nathan had told David that the Lord 
had put away his sin. His sin was for- 
given. 

Did David believe the promise of 
God in the words of Nathan? Did he 
still cry for forgiveness of adultery 
and murder? Psalm 51 was written the 
day Nathan had rebuked David for his 
sin. In its heartfelt petitions there is 
no request for forgiveness, for his 
sin had been forgiven when he con- 
fessed it; but there are many requests 
for cleansing. David had gained a 
glimpse of the uncleanness of his 
heart; hence his prayers were for the 
blotting out of his many transgres- 


‘ sions, the washing thoroughly from all 


his iniquities, the cleansing from his 
sin. He asked the Lord to purge him 
as with a broom, to wash him whiter 
than snow. 

In the New Testament, the Chris- 
tian is told that if he confesses his 
sins, God is faithful and just to for- 
give him his sins, and to cleanse him 
from all unrighteousness. This word- 
ing is not accidental. Many a time, a 
Christian has become deeply convicted 
of some particular sin, and has at 
last confessed it, seeking forgiveness; 
but with the forgiveness of the partic- 
ular sin has come a realization of his 
need of cleansing from inward sin, 
from all unrighteousness. The cleans- 
ing covers a larger area than the 
original area of conviction. 

During the striking revival at 
Ngaruawahia in New Zealand in 1936, 
I was led to write the words of the 
prayer-song: 


Search me, O God, and know my heart 
today, 
Try me, O Saviour, know my 
thoughts, I pray: 
See if there be some wicked way in 
me: 
Cleanse me from every sin and set 
me free. 
I pray Thee, Lord, to cleanse me now 
from sin: 
Fulfill Thy promise: make me pure 
within: 
Fill me with fire where once I burned 
with shame: 
Grant my desire to magnify Thy 
name.

Our Pattern of 


Phenomena

Recently, I heard a preacher try- 
ing to prove that the “tongues crowd” 
picked out the only one of the three 
supernatural phenomena of Pentecost 
that they could imitate. He said they 
did not speak a word about the tongues 
of fire or the rushing mighty wind. 
I have never made it a practice to 
refute people who are in error, but 
this one is so gross I feel compelled 
to answer it by asserting that we ac- 
cept all the phenomena of Pentecost 
as our pattern and that, thank God, 
it is as real today as is the “speaking 
in other tongues, as the Spirit gives 
utterance.” 

We shall notice the three of them in 
the order given in the great Pente- 
costal chapter—Acts 2. “And when 
the day of Pentecost was fully come, 
they were all with one accord in one 
place. And suddenly there came a 
sound from heaven as of a rushing 
mighty wind, and it filled all the house 
where they were sitting. And there 
appeared unto them cloven tongues 
like as of fire, and it sat upon each 
of them. And they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and began to speak 
with other tongues, as the Spirit gave 
them utterance,” VV. 1-4. 
1.AS OF ARUSHING MIGHTY WIND. 

I have never seen the wind, neither 
the natural nor the supernatural. Did 
not Jesus Himself say, “The wind 
bloweth where it listeth, and thou 
hearest the sound thereof, but canst 
not tell whence it cometh, and whither 
it goeth,” John 3:8

As I write this I look out the window 
of my study and see the trees as 
they shake and sway as the wind 
rushes along in the storm that is 
now blowing over the coastal area 
of North Carolina.

I am listening now to 
shouts as the windstorm howls in holy 
glee outside. Nothing can stop it. Noth- 
ing is a match for it. Many times 
I have heard such sounds as the holy 
wind of the glory world came rushing 
in mighty power into Pentecostal serv- 
ices. To be sure, there are some who 
will not understand such talk, for all 
the sound they have ever known is the 
wheezing of whistles of the pipe organ 
and the scream of the operatic soloist. 

Some folk would almost die before 
they would admit God was in it. In the 
days of Jesus’ earthly visit, the Father 
spoke one day, and the people who 
stood by said “it thundered,” John 
12:29. “He that hath ears to hear let 
him hear” is an oft-repeated message 
from the Holy-Ghost-inspired writers. 
Yes, thank God, we can HEAR THE 
SOUNDS. 

We can SENSE THE PRESENCE. 
Sometimes it comes in a sweet sera- 
phic zephyr, bringing to our souls 
such a calmness, and sweetness, and 
beauty that we almost think we are 
already basking under the evergreen 
trees of heavenly Canaan. Again He 
comes in such wonderful power as to 
scare sinful souls, and their cries go 
up as they plead with heaven for for- 
giveness. Oh! Glory, glory! 

2. CLOVEN TONGUES LIKE AS OF

The association of this text with 
the following verses of an old hymn 
thrills my soul: 


“Rescue the perishing; care for the 


dying; 

Snatch them in pity from sin and the 
grave. 

Weep o’er the erring ones; lift up the

Tell them of JESUS, THE MIGHTY 
TO SAVE.” 


At the time of Christ’s birth, the 
world was in a chaotic state, religious- 
ly speaking. The scribes and Phari- 
sees were in control of the Jewish re- 
ligion, and long since, the Temple 
worship, the blood of bulls and goats, 
had become an offensive odor in God’s 
nostrils. Those who knew of the bless- 
ings of God among His people in past 
years were yearning for the coming of 
the Messiah. Let us look to the little 
town of Bethlehem. Just outside the 
city was a group of shepherds keep- 
ing watch over their flocks by night. 
Possibly the subject of the chaotic 
state of the world came up; the men 
may have talked of imminent doom 
unless the Messiah came. One possibly 
asked: “Would it not be wonderful 
if He came tonight?” And at that very 
instant their hopes were fulfilled. 
“And there were in the same country 
shepherds abiding in the field, keep- 
ing watch over their flock by night. 
And, lo, the angel of the Lord came 
upon them, and the glory of the Lord 
shone round about them; and they 
were sore afraid. And the angel said 
unto them, Fear not: for, behold, I 
bring you gocd tidings of great joy, 
which shall be to all people. For unto 
you is born this day in the city of 
David a Saviour, which is Christ the 
Lord,” Luke 2:8-11. Verses 13, 14, 
“And suddenly there was with the 
angel a multitude of the heavenly host 
praising God, and saying, Glory to 
God in the highest, and on earth 
peace, good will toward men.” O 
brethren in the ministry, today let us 
herald forth the message that Christ 
came to save, that He has not lost His 
power to save. Heb. 13:8 says, “Jesus 
Christ the same yesterday, today, and 
forever.” 

One great minister said, “I consider 
the whole world my parish”; and many 
do not even get the message to a city 
of four or five thousand people. Fel- 
low ministers of the Church of God, let 
us arise and take the message to the 
world that JESUS IS MIGHTY TO 
SAVE; herald the message of His com- 
ing to the masses, help to get them 
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Rev. J. L. Summers was saved at the age 
of eighteen and called to the ministry soon 
afterward. After disobeying the call for three 
years, he began preaching as an exhorter in 
the different churches of southern [Illinois 
until the year of 1936. In that year he went 
to Kincaid, Ill., and, securing the city hall, 
he began services. The city hall was soon 
packed out, and he rented a larger building 
and invited Rev. C. E. Richard for a revival. 


At the end of this meeting a church was, 


organized with twenty-seven members. They 
now have a nice brick church there. While 
at Kincaid, his health failed him and he 
went to the Johnston City, Ill., church, think- 
ing he would recover, but soon was told he 
would have to leave Illinois or die. The church 
in Illinois sent him to Albuquerque, N. Mex., 
where he continued to get worse. A physi- 
cian informed him the climate was too high, 
and he could not live there. Discouraged, he 
returned home to die. His wi’e called for 
Rev. R. T. Hill and some of the saints at 
Logan, Ill., to come and pray for him, and 
God wonderfully healed him. In less than 
two months he was appointed state evangelist 
of Illinois and had many successful revivals. 
He was next assigned to Clinton, Ill., where 
the membership doubled in one year, the 
tithes tripled, and he bought a five-room 
parsonage. Next he was assigned to Carmi, 
Ill., where he enlarged the church. It grew 
so fast that a new building was needed, and 
under his leadership they built a $40,000 
church, but just before the opening day he 
was awakened in the night by an explosion. 
The new church was burned. Going to work 
again, he led the church in rebuilding. Peo- 
ple of all faiths were kind to give donations. 
The membership increased more than 100 in 
six years, and the Sunday School averaged 
over 200 the last year he was there. He was 
assigned to serve as state youth director of 
Texas, where in three years they captured 
three of the four national banners. Next he 
went to Dallas, Texas, where he purchased 
a $75,000 church building and paid more 
than $5,000 on their old indebtedness. Ap- 
proximately seventy-five members were added 
in one year, and the Sunday School averaged 
256 for the year. He is now serving as state 
overseer of New Mexico, and is. realizing 
marked success.

REV. L. L. TURNER, A ; 
TENNESSEAN, BOX 292, DAYTON, 
TENN. 


Rev. L. L. Turner discovered Ameri- 
ca near Pikeville, Tenn., Feb. 21, 1877. 
He was of a large family, and being 
reared on a farm, he learned young 
what it was to work hard. He went to 
free school about three months of the 
year, and completed it when about 18 
years old. Brother Turner was con- 
verted in the Baptist Church and was 
a member of that faith for several 
years. At the age of 21 he married 
Harrett Adaline Howard, and to this 
union were born three _ children, 
Thelma and Ray Homer, both living, 
— having died at an early age. 

About 1912, Brother Turner heard of 
holiness and the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, and he says, “After fighting 
the experiences for awhile, ignorantly, 
I came to myself, surrendered and 
was sanctified and filled with the 


Holy Ghost. I was called of the Lord 
into the ministry, and united with the 
Church of God. I have now put in 
about 39 years in the gospel work. I 
Was appointed deacon at Dayton, 
Tenn. Later I was ordained and elec- 
ted pastor. I also served as district 
pastor. We worshiped in the old tab- 
ernacle a little ways from Dayton, on 
the Blythe Ferry Road. We later tore 
the tabernacle down, moved it to Day- 
ton on Long Street, and built the 
church, with the help of T. J. Byerly 
and the good people of Dayton. Then 
the good fight of faith started, in all 
reality. My first wife, who was an 
evangelist in the Church of God, stood 
by me wholeheartedly in the battle 
for about ten years, and then the Lord 
called her home to heaven.” 

On Feb. 13, 1920, Brother Turner 
was ordained, being the one hun- 
dredth bishop. He pastored the church 
in Dayton for about seven years, at 
two or three different times, and when 
he left, the church had about 175 
members. They had a number of good 
revivals while there, with numbers 
praying through to the Holy Ghost. 
He was sent to Whitwell, Tenn., as 
pastor and district overseer, where he 
also had some glorious revivals. He 
says, “The first year, scores of people 
accepted the faith and 65 were added 
to the church. About 60 were baptized 
in water. Two churches were set in 
order on the district. Then I went to 
Graysville, Tenn., where we also had 
glorious revivals. In two weeks, 31 were 
saved, 28 sanctified, 25 filled with the 
Holy Ghost; a goodly number baptized 
and added to the church. I had two 
years of successful work there. I spent 
one year at Sale Creek, and then was 
sent to McMinnville, Tenn., not know- 
ing the condition until I got there. I 
found the enemy with about half the 
church captured. I pastored there for 
two years, being part-time pastor at 
Bone Cave. After this I pastored two 
years in Canton, Ohio, and had some 
good times there. I went. to Struthers, 
Ohio, for two years and had a great 
time in the work. A large number

Refute the Jesus Only Theory

Undeniable Fact Number Twenty- 
eight. In Luke 23:34 Jesus says, “Fa- 
ther, forgive them, for they know not 
what they do.” If Father and Son are 
one and the same person, why didn’t 
Jesus say, “I forgive you,” instead of 
praying to the Father to forgive 
them? He was in their presence, yet 
He prayed to someone who was not 
there. The answer is obvious to any 
honest heart. 

Undeniable Fact Number Twenty- 
nine. John 8:28. Here Jesus says, “I 
do nothing of myself; but as my Fa- 
ther hath taught me.” If He did noth- 
ing of Himself, He certainly did it of 
someone else. He explains it by say- 
ing, “but as my Father hath taught 
me.” While on earth Jesus received 
instructions from the Father who was 
in heaven. 

Undeniable Fact Number Thirty. 
John 12:28 reads as follows: “Father, 
glorify thy name. Then came a voice 
from heaven, saying, I have both glo- 
rified it, and will glorify it again.” 
Jesus, on earth, was praying to the 
Father, and a voice from heaven was 
answering. No comment is needed 
here. 

Undeniable Fact Number Thirty- 
one. In John 14:26, we hear Jesus 
saying, “I will pray the Father, and 
he shall give you another Comforter.” 
Notice, Father, I (Jesus), and the 
Holy Ghost. Could there be any other 
solution than to say there are three 
personalities here? Judge for yourself. 

Undeniable Fact Number Thirty- 
two. St. John 17:3, “And this is life 
eternal, that they may know thee, the 
only true God, and Jesus Christ 
whom thou hast sent.” In His prayer, 
Jesus lifted His eyes toward heaven, 
praying to the Father. He did not say 
“that they may know that I (Jesus 
Christ) is the true God,” but “that 
they may know thee, the only true 
God, and Jesus Christ whom thou hast 
sent.” 

Undeniable Fact Number Thirty- 
three. Acts 2:32, 33. This scripture 
shows Jesus raised from the dead, ex- 
alted at the right hand of God. Hav- 
ing received of the Father the prom- 
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ise of the Holy Ghost, He is shedding 
Him (the Holy Ghost) forth on the 
disciples. The three personalities of 
the blessed Trinity certainly can be 
seen in this passage of scripture. If 
not, why not? 

Undeniable Fact Number Thirty- 
four. Acts 7:55, 56. Here is Stephen on 
earth full of the Holy Ghost, and he 
saw the heavens opened and Jesus 
standing at the right hand of God. 
This one scripture should convince any 
confused Christian. Stephen, on earth, 
filled with the Holy Ghost, saw Jesus 
and God in heaven. 

Undeniable Fact Number Thirty- 
five. 1 Cor. 15:24, 25 teaches that 
there will be a time when Christ will 
deliver up the kingdom to God, even 
the Father. This will be after Christ 
Jesus, the Son of God, has put down 
all rule and all authority and power. 
The 28th verse says, “And when all 
things shall be subdued unto him, 
then shall the Son also himself be 
subject unto him (the Father) that 
put all things under him, that God 
may be all in ail.” 

Jesus says, in Matt. 11:27, “All 
things are delivered unto me of my 
Father.” And again, in Matt. 28:18, 
“All power is given unto me in heaven 
and in earth.” This is why the Scrip- 
ture says, “In him dwelleth all the 
fulness of the Godhead bodily,” be- 
cause God (the Father) vested Him 
with all power and authority of the 
Godhead to conquer the enemies of 
God, and the power He needed to 
complete the plan of salvation and to 
put down all enemies. In the end, 
when this program will have been 
completed, Christ Jesus (the Son) will 
deliver this power back to the Father, 
and become subject unto the Father, 
that God may be all in all. Who would 
have the audacity to say there is only 
one personality in this program? 

Undeniable Fact Number Thirty- 
six. Col. 1:15 says Christ is “the image 
of the invisible God.” God the Father 
and God the Son are not the same. 
Jesus is the image of the Father. Many 
people are confused by what Jesus 
said in St. John 14:9; namely, “He 
that hath seen me hath seen the 


Father.” Jesus means here, “I am the 
image of God, I look like Him.” Heb. 
1:5 says, “He (Jesus the Son) is the 
express image of his (God the Fa- 
ther’s) person.” That is, He looks ex- 
actly like His Father. This should be 
plain to any reasonable soul who 
wants to know the real truth. 


Undeniable Fact Number Thirty- 
seven. 1 Tim. 2:5 says, “For there is 
one God, and one mediator between; 
God and men, the man Christ Jesus”; 
that is, one God who is over all, and 
one Mediator who sits at His right 
hand to make intercession for us. 
Does not this show God the Father, 
and His Son the Mediator? Christ once 
spoke for God on the earth, but now 
in heaven He is speaking to His Fa- 
ther in behalf of His saints. This is a 
beautiful picture. If you cannot see it, 
you are missing a real experience. How 
could Christ mediate between His 
saints and Himself? 

Undeniable Fact Number Thirty- 
eight. Acts 10:38 says, “God anointed 
Jesus of Nazareth with the Holy Ghost 
and power. Now, if they are all the 
same, and the Father’s name is Jesus, 
and the Holy Ghost is just a title and 
His real name is Jesus, then this scrip- 
ture would read, “Jesus anointed Jesus 
of Nazareth with Jesus and power. 
You can readily see how foolish this 
would look. When you admit there 
are three personalities in the God- 
head, and that they are one in deity, 
substance, unity, harmony, fellowship, 
and purpose, then all the Scripture 
falls into place. We must rightly di- 
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vide the Word of Truth. 2 Tim. 2:15. th: 
Undeniable Fact Number Thirty- Mé 
nine. In Heb. 10:5 we read, “A body no 
hast thou prepared me” (Jesus). When tel 
did He (Jesus) make this statement? mj 
The above scripture says, “When he to 
cometh into the world.” God was not Fa’ 
pleased with sacrifices of animals, so you 
He prepared Christ (His Son) a body Fat 
to be a sacrifice for our sins. Surely, our

In the be- 
ginning He was the eternal Word, but 
according to verse 14 He was made 
flesh and dwelt among us. The verse 


Ory states that this Word was the 


nly begotten of the Father. Notice, 
the Word (Jesus Christ) was WITH

can see the Father and the Son in 
these scriptures. 

Undeniable Fact Number Forty- 
one. 1 John 2:22 states, “He is anti- 
christ that denieth the Father and 
the Son.” This does not say he that 
denieth the Father is the Son, or he 
that denieth the Son is the Father, 
but he that denieth the Father AND 
THE SON.

Undeniable Fact Number Forty- 
four. St. John 15:26 says, “But when

he Spirit of truth that proceedeth 
from the Father, he shall testify of 
me”—the Comforter (Holy Ghost) and 
I (Jesus) and the Father. Nothing 
short of spiritual blindness would 
hinder men and women from seeing 
the Trinity here. 

Undeniable Fact Number Forty- 
five. Luke 4:1 states, “Jesus, full of 
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the Holy Ghost, was led by the Spirit 
into the wilderness.” Did He lead Him- 
self? If they were the same (the Holy 
Ghost and Jesus), it would read, “Je- 
sus, full of Jesus, was led by Jesus.” 
You can see how impossible this is! 
Undeniable Fact Number Forty- 
six. Jesus, in speaking of the Holy 
Ghost, calls Him by the personal pro- 
nouns “He,” “Him,” and “Whom.” 
John 1:26; 15:26-16:7. This definitely 
shows that the Holy Ghost is a sep- 
arate person from Christ and God. 
Jesus further states in these scrip- 
tures that the Holy Ghost speaks, 
hears, guides, and shows things to 
come. Doesn’t this prove that He is a 
person and not just a spiritual in- 
fluence? If Jesus and the Holy Ghost 
are one and the same person, and He 
is speaking about Himself, why does 
He say “He,” “Him,” and “Whom”? 


Undeniable Fact Number Forty- 
seven. Matt. 20:20-23 relates that Je- 
sus could not grant a request for a 
woman’s two sons to sit the one on His 
right hand and the other on His left 
hand in His kingdom. He said, “It is 
not mine to give, but it shall be given 
to them for whom it is prepared of 
my Father.” If Jesus is (as Jesus Only 
doctrine says) the Father, the Holy 
Ghost, and Christ, why could He not 
grant the request? Why did He say, 
“It is not mine to give’? Most any 
church-going child could supply the 
answer to this question. 

Undeniable Fact Number Forty- 
eight. In Acts 1:6, 7, 8, Jesus was asked 
the question, “Lord, wilt thou at this 
time restore again the kingdom to 
Israel?” He said, “It is not for you to 
know the times or the seasons which 
the Father hath put in his own power. 
But ye shall receive power after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you.” 
Jesus says here, “It is not in my pow- 
er, but in my Father’s power.” You 
can see in this scripture, and, of 
course, several others, that the Father 
has reserved some things in His own 
power and has not revealed them un- 
to the Son. In these three verses you 
see the three distinct persons of the 
Godhead. 

Undeniable Fact Number Forty- 
nine. John 5:22; 8:28; 5:30. Jesus says 
in these scriptures, “The Son can do 
nothing of himself”; “I can of mine 
ownself do nothing”; “I do nothing of 
myself.” He says He doeth what He 
seeth the Father do; He does God’s 
will, and what the Father taught Him. 
Certainly, this is ample proof to any 
intelligent person that the Father and 


Son are not the same person. Nothing 
could be plainer. 

Undeniable Fact Number Fifty. 
Rev. 5:1-14. This is a wonderful pic- 
ture of the Father and the Son in 
heaven: God (the Father) on the 
throne, with a book in His hand, and 
no one could open it and loose the 
seals. No one in heaven, nor in earth, 
neither under the earth was able to 
open it, neither to look thereon. But 
one of the elders said, ‘““Weep not: be- 
hold the Lion of the tribe of Judah, 
the Root of David, hath prevailed to 
open the book, and to loose the seven 
seals thereof.” Then He, the Lion of 
the tribe of Judah, the Root of David, 
the Lamb of God (verse 6), takes the 
book out of His hand and releases the 
the seals. Could anybody have the 
audacity to say these personages are 
the same? Verse 13 will forever settle 
the question. “Blessing and honour, 
and glory and power be unto him that 
sitteth upon the throne, and unto the 
Lamb forever and ever.” 

After examining the scriptural and 
undeniable facts contained in this 
article, how can anyone continue to 
believe in the unsound and unscrip- 
tural “Jesus Only” fallacy? 

May the grace of the LORD JESUS 
CHRIST, and the love of GOD, and 
the communion of the HOLY GHOST 
be with you always. Amen.

“Jesus Christ the same yesterday, to- 
day and forever” 


I am a schoolteacher and in the gro- 
cery business, but a Christian. I believe 
in putting God first in everything, and 
trust this testimony of what God did 
for me may be the means of helping 
you to find healing for both soul and 
body. 

I have found Jesus to be not onlya 
Saviour but also a Healer. I had a 
growth in my chest, which, after an 
X-ray, the doctor said was a growth 
of the bone that no medicine would 
help. It was very sore and would 
wake me up at night throbbing. Be- 
ing the fourth victim of cancer or 
growths in my family, I know how to 
sympathize with cancer victims. The 
doctor said, “I see you aren’t scared. 
Most people with a growth like this 
would be scared half to death.” I 
said, “I’m not scared for God can 
heal a cancer as well as anything 
else.” 

I had read in Isa. 55:3, “With his 
stripes we are healed.” Then I read 
that Jesus was the same yesterday, to- 
day, and forever. I knew if Jesus was 
the same, He could heal me. I had 
heard of the healing campaigns that 
are sweeping the nation. I attended 
the Oral Roberts, Thea F. Jones, and 
Walter Warren campaigns and saw 
God heal every imaginable disease. 
Amgng those healed I saw the cripples 
walk, and the blind receive sight; 
deaf ears were unstopped; growths 
disappeared; and I heard the dumb 
speak clearly. The CRITICS said God 
doesn’t heal any more, but I had seen 
for myself. Opening the Bible I turned 
to the last chapter of Mark and read 
Jesus’ last words while on earth: 
“Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature. He that 
believeth and is baptized shall be 
saved; but he that believeth not shall 
be ‘damned. And these signs shall fol- 
low them that believe; In my name 
shall they cast out devils; they shall 
speak with new tongues; they shall 
take up serpents; and if they drink 
any deadly thing, it shall not -hurt 
them; they shall lay hands on the 
sick, and they shall recover.” Jesus 
did not want me to be deceived, so 
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Whole 


here He was giving me signs how to 
know His followers. I had been taught 
that miracles happened only in Bible 
times, but Jesus had showed me that 
all things are possible to believers, 
past, present, or future. Then the peo- 
ple of all ages could have had heal- 
ing had they believed God’s Word. 
Why hadn’t I seen this before? My 
eyes had been blinded. Satan had not 
wanted me to find out what God had 
in store for me. Still following the 
Spirit, I read Mark 4:23, 24, “If any 
man have ears... let him hear. . 

Take heed what ye hear... and unto 
you that hear shall more be given.” 

God was painting a picture in 
front of my eyes. He was leading, and 
I was following. 

John 14:12,13, “Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, He that believeth on me, the 
works that I do shall he do also; and 
greater works than these shall he do 
. . . Whatsoever ye shall ask in my 
name, that will I do.” 

I said, “Thank you, Jesus. Then you 


will remove the growth from my 
chest.” 

Immediately here came the critics, 
saying, “The healing ministers are 
false prophets.” 

I turned to Matt. 12:24-32. Here Je- 
sus was healing the sick and casting 
out devils. The critics said, “He casts 
out devils by Beelzebub, prince of the 
devils.” But Jesus explained to them 
that Satan can’t cast out Satan, andi 
said to them, “Whosoever speaketh a~ 
word against the Holy Ghost it shall 
not be forgiven him, neither in this 
world nor in the world to come.” Sud- 
denly I heard the words of Jesus 
again, “To him that heareth shall 
more be given.” 

Turning through Acts, I came to 
the 19th chapter. Jesus had now been 
gone back to heaven about thirty- 
three years, and Paul was still healing 
the sick and casting out devils, in 
the name of Jesus. Six exorcists tried 
to cast out a devil in the name of 
Jesus whom Paul preached, but failed. 
The evil spirit said, “Jesus I know, 
and Paul I know, but who are ye? 
Then the man in whom the evil spirit 
was, leaped on them, and overcame 
them, and they fled naked and 


wounded.” Jesus was showing me ne’ 


Satan could not heal. Following this; 
John 3:2 appeared: “No man can do 
these miracles that thou doest, ex- 
cept God be with him.” I said, “Thank 
you, Lord. You’ve settled that ques- 
tion.

prayed through and united with the 
church.” 

Leaving Ohio, he went to Flint, 
Mich., and was there eight years. He 
started in with 13 members, had sev- 
eral successful revivals, and hundreds 
were brought into the church. He says, 
“I set two other churches in order in 
Flint, and one north of Flint, leaving 
three churches with a good member- 
ship and church buildings, for which 
today I give honor to God and my 
good state overseers and my second 
wife, Mary Jane Hughes, who has been 
a faithful and wonderful helpmeet to 
me for nearly 29 years. To this union 
Luther was born. He is now pastoring 
in Cincinnati, Ohio. 

“During these 39 years I have had 
divers temptations, but have tried to 
unt it all joy. When persecuted for 
ghteousness’ sake, I have tried to 
igure it as opposition to a godly life, 
for ‘they that will live godly in Christ 
Jesus shail suffer persecutions.’ I have 
had my face slapped in the pulpit by 
a drunk and my tent cut down at 
different times. I have been guarded 
by sinner friends and my brothers 
while preaching. I have seen rocks, 
clubs, and fists flying, and windows 
knocked out with clubs. Sometimes it 
emed as if it were raining rocks on 
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the house. I have seen men standing 
with their pistols ready for battle. 
Most of these persecutions were back 
in the first part of my ministry. I 
have worked all day and walked to 
my service at night. I have walked as 
far as 15 miles in my early district 
overseer work. But today my wife and 
I are not able to do as we have done, 
yet we feel that our crowns are paid 
for, and we are just waiting for them 
to be presented—to enter the pearly 
gates to our mansions in the holy city. 
I have preached thousands of ser- 
mons. I have pastored 15 churches, 
built four. and set six in order. 

“The future for the Church of God 
will be bright if guided by the Holy 
Spirit that leads into truth and 
righteousness. The fact is clear that 
the Son of Man may come any mo- 
ment, so I am just waiting till my 
change comes.”

The Bancroft Church of God was set in order in 1920 by the late W. F. 


Bryant. The first building was erected on a parcel of ground belonging to the 
George Bancroft estate, thus it was named Bancroft Church of God. The 
church remained at this location thirteen years, during which time Rev.
